with; and Constance Rourke's new 
biography, "Davy Crockett," provides 
an excellent introduction; 


Crockett grfew up in the raw new 


lands of the south and west a cen- 
tury ago. He served under Andrew 
Jacksbn in that doughty warrior's In- 
dian campaigns and in the War of 
1812. He was the most famous hunts- 
man of a whole nation of great hunt- 
ers; he was a leader in a community 
of self-reliant men, and he died, fi- 
nally, in the great fight of the Alamo. 


Hfe was, in other words, a very not- 


able figure in pioneer history, and 
Miss Rourke has written a very in- 
teresting book about him.
